Two people die in separate

did not qualify for govern- 
ment assistance. 

Carver and Griffith testi- 
fied last week before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Homeland 
Security and Governmental 
Affairs, which issued a scath- 
ing report following an inves- 
tigation of Conn and Daugh- 
erty. Conn also appeared 
before the panel but refused to 
testify, citing his Fifth Amend- 
ment right against self- 
incrimination. 

The 166-page committee 
staff report was filed as an 
exhibit to the motion for a 
preliminary injunction as 
were affidavits by former 
Conn employees Jamie Lynn 
Slone and Melinda Lynn Mar- 
tin, who also testified before 
the committee. 

A memorandum in support 
of the motion says their affi- 
davits “set forth in chilling 
detail Conn’s direct and indi- 
rect involvement in the 
destruction of evidence, the 
obstruction of justice, the 
intimidation of witnesses and 
threats to dissipate assets and 
flee the country.” 

The complete text of 
Slone’s affidavit is included 
in the memorandum “to bring 
to light sufficient facts” in 
support of the motion. 

Among other things, 
Slone, who worked in a num- 
ber of positions for Conn 
from September 2006 to 
March 2012, says in the affi- 
davit: 

• She fielded telephone 
calls from Daugherty, who 
called and gave the following 
information for 30 to 50 
Social Security claimants rep- 
resented by Conn: first name, 



last name, the claimant’s 
Social Security number, and 
either “mental” or “physical.” 
Daugherty also called to talk 
to Conn on occasion, Slone 
said, at which time Conn 
would ask everyone to leave 
the room. 

• She confronted Conn in 
2010 and said, “I have a theo- 
ry about you, I think you go 
and meet (Judge Daugherty) 
once a month.” Conn replied, 
“Well you know what they 
say, where there’s smoke, 
there’s fire.” 

• Conn would search the 
Internet to find doctors with 
“licensure problems,” such as 
suspended licenses and pend- 
ing lawsuits, to evaluate his 
disability clients. Conn com- 
monly referred to these doc- 
tors as “whore doctors,” Slone 
said. 

• Conn personally wrote 
the analysis for the medical 
opinion of the x-rays of some 
clients. “Mr. Conn found 
descriptions on the Internet of 
x-ray films,” Slone said. “Mr. 
Conn cut and pasted these 
descriptions into his clients’ 
medical opinions, which 
asserted the claimant was dis- 
abled and unable to work.” 
Dr. Frederic Huffnagle, who 
died in October 2010, “signed 
the opinions and never 
requested edits,” she said. 

• Conn refused to speak to 
Daugherty on the law firm’s 
telephone following a Wall 
Street Journal story about the 
judge. Slone said Conn told 
her that he and the judge 
bought prepaid cell phones to 
communicate with each other. 

• Conn had several 
employees follow and film 
Carver, whom he believed 
was the SSA employee who

talked to the Wall Street Jour- 
nal, in an attempt to catch her 
leaving home on her “flex- 
day.” The attempts were 
unsuccessful, she said. 

• Following the newspaper 
story, Conn stated to Slone 
and others that “there is no 
way I am going to jail.” Conn 
also said “he considered leav- 
ing the United States and 
going to Cuba to avoid going 
to jail because he believed he 
could not be extradited back 
to the United States from 
Cuba,” the affidavit says. 
“Mr. Conn stated “if I was 
paying DB (Judge Daugherty) 
I wouldn’t be dumb enough to 
leave a paper trail.” Conn also 
destroyed certain paper docu- 
ments after the story was pub- 
lished, against the advice of 
his attorney. He also directed 
other employees to destroy 
hard drives and computers 
that were no longer used. 

• Conn instructed Slone to 
give an employee of the law 
firm $10,000 to purchase 10 
money orders for $1,000 each 
to be given to Kentucky 
Supreme Court Justice Will T. 
Scott’s re-election campaign. 
The money orders were in the 
names of 10 firm employees 
and were later returned to the 
employees. 

• Conn allegedly attempt- 
ed several times to smuggle 
certain women across the 
United States border. He paid 
$20,000 to an individual in 
Canada to rent a boat in St. 
Kitts to transport his fiance 
from St. Kitts to Florida, 
according to Slone. 

Conn has denied the alle- 
gations against him and asked 
that the suit be dismissed. Fol- 
lowing his appearance last 
week before the Senate 
Homeland Security and Gov- 
ernmental Affairs Committee, 
Conn’s attorney issued a 
statement on his behalf in 
which he says he served his 
clients with “honor and dig- 
nity.”

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Court opens 
bids on projects 



Johnson theft 
case reversed

INEZ - The Martin 
County Fiscal Court Oct. 8 
opened bids for several 
bridges and the Warfield 
sewer project. 

Four different construc- 
tion companies bid on the 
four bridges in District 3, 
which include the Gamble 
Cemetery Bridge, Bruce 
Carter Bridge, David Road 
Bridge and Shirley Penix 
Bridge, with J & L Trucking 
submitting the lowest bid for 
each of the projects. 

District 3 Magistrate Dar- 
rell Mills made a motion to 
accept the lowest bid, which 
was seconded by District 4 
Magistrate John Harmon, 
with all in favor. 

Five bids were opened for 
the plant portion of the Warf- 
ield sewer project, and each 
was nearly $5.5 million, 
which is over the original 
estimate. 

Bidders included W. Rog- 
ers Company, of Lexington, 
Bush and Burchett of Allen, 
Smith Contractors and The 
Harriet Company, both of 
Lawrenceburg, and Codell 
Construction of Winchester. 

Martin County Judge- 
Executive Kelly Callaham 
pointed out that although all 
the bids were higher than 
anticipated, Smith Contrac- 
tors , with a bid of $5 ,3 1 6 ,700 , 
was the apparent low bidder. 

Kentucky Engineering 
Group PLLC spokesman Bob 
Taylor said funding applica- 
tions were prepared years 
earlier and the costs have 
gone up. Taylor also said he 
would check and see what he 
could find in the way of fund- 
ing because all of the bids 
were similar to each other. 

Callaham explained to the 
court that Taylor would take 
the information from each of 
the bidders and then go back 
and check all their creden- 



tials. 

“Both of the major fund- 
ing agencies must approve it, 
before it is brought back for 
final approval by the fiscal 
court,” Taylor said. 

Four bids were also 
accepted for sewer collec- 
tion, including, C & W Con- 
struction of Morehead, BP 
Pipeline LLC, Karender Con- 
struction of Somerset and 
USRC of Pikeville. 

Callaham announced that 
USRC was the apparent low 
bidder, but no action was 
taken. 

“This is actually lower 
than the estimate, which was 
$2.7 million,” Callaham said. 

In other business during 
the special meeting, Calla- 
ham said that he would set 
the tax rate at the meeting 
scheduled for Oct. 24, and 
the court unanimously 
approved the sheriff’s tax 
settlement. 

Darrell Spence, with a 
motion from Mills and a sec- 
ond by District 5 Magistrate 
Victor Slone, with all in 
favor, was hired as a part- 
time employee to begin 
working right away, while 
filling two other positions 
were put off until Oct. 24. 

Mills explained that 
Spence could run nearly any 
piece of equipment at the 
county garage and was need- 
ed now. 

No action was taken after 
court members returned from 
a discussion of personnel 
during executive session. 

“We will take up the per- 
sonnel issues on the 24th dur- 
ing our regular meeting,” 
Callaham said. 

Several members of the 
Hammond family were pres- 
ent to discuss the closure of 
the Hammond Loop, with 
some supporting it and some 
opposing it, and to ask the 
court for help in resolving 
their conflict.

Maynard told them that it 
would be best for the family 
if they could find a way to 
compromise and come to an 
agreement that would satisfy 
both sides, but they couldn’t 
agree.

FRANKFORT - The 
Kentucky Court of Appeals 
Oct. 4 ordered a judge to con- 
duct an evidentiary hearing to 
determine whether a man vol- 
untarily pleaded guilty to a 
theft charge in Johnson Coun- 
ty. 

The appeals court reversed 
and remanded the judgment 
and sentence of Charles C. 
Gambill of Magoffin County, 
who pleaded guilty to a theft 
charge stemming from an 
allegation that he stole more 
than $1,000 worth of mer- 
chandise from Walmart in 
Paintsville. 

Gambill was indicted by 
the Johnson County Grand 
Jury in March 2011 on one 
count of theft by unlawful tak- 
ing under $10,000 and being a 
first-degree persistent felony 
offender (PFO). The indict- 
ment claimed Gambill took 
more than $1,300 worth of 
items from the Paintsville 
Walmart. 

Gambill pleaded guilty to 
the theft charge in July 2011, 
with prosecutors agreeing to 
dismiss the PFO charge and 
recommending a sentence of 
three years in prison to be 
probated for three years with 
90 days’ home incarceration 
and 30 days’ community ser- 
vice. 

But at his final sentencing 
hearing, Johnson Circuit 
Judge John David Preston 
“took issue with Gambill’ s 
extensive criminal history” 
and denied the prosecution’s 
sentencing recommendation, 



according to the Court of 
Appeals. The judge afforded 
Gambill the opportunity to 
withdraw his guilty plea, 
which Gambill accepted. 

In December 2011, prose- 
cutors presented Gambill with 
a second plea offer, which 
would allow Gambill to plead 
guilty to the theft charge in 
exchange for dismissal of the 
PFO charge and a three-year 
sentence. Gambill took the 
offer and the judge later 
accepted his guilty plea, the 
appeals court said. At his final 
sentencing hearing, Gambill 
moved to withdraw his guilty 
plea, claiming he entered it 
involuntarily because of coer- 
cion, the appeals court said, 
and the judge asked that he 
cite specific facts to support 
the request. 

“Gambill explained he felt 
coerced into signing the sec- 
ond plea agreement without 
adequate time to reflect on 
that agreements; he was not 
provided discovery, despite 
several requests, by his attor- 
ney until the morning the sec- 
ond plea agreement was 
offered; and he lacked a 
meaningful opportunity to 
review the requested discov- 
ery and the second plea agree- 
ment,” the Court of Appeals 
wrote. 

Preston denied the motion 
to withdraw the guilty plea 
and sentenced him to three 
years in prison. 

Gambill appealed the deci- 
sion, arguing that the judge 
“could not possibly have ade- 
quately measured, under the 
totality of the circumstances, 
whether Gambill voluntarily 
entered his guilty plea because 



the circuit court declined to 
hold an evidentiary hearing . . 
.,” the appeals court said. 

The commonwealth 
argued that Gambill was not 
entitled to an evidentiary 
hearing “because substantial 
evidence in the record conclu- 
sively proves Gambill entered 
his guilty plea voluntarily,” 
the Court of Appeals said, 
which rejected the prosecu- 
tion’s position. 

The appeals court said the 
judge “failed to hold an evi- 
dentiary hearing to inquire 
into the factual circumstances 
necessary to make an informed 
decision concerning the vol- 
untariness of Gambill’s guilty 
plea, and failed to issue any 
finding whether Gambill’s 
plea was entered voluntarily.” 

The appeals court reversed 
Preston’s judgment and sen- 
tence on Gambill’s plea and 
remanded with instructions to 
hold an evidentiary hearing to 
“make a subsequent determi- 
nation whether Gambill 
entered his plea voluntarily.”

He 
even briefly considered fol- 
lowing in his father’s foot- 
steps and taking a job as a 
coal miner, a job that would 
keep him from being stuck 
behind a desk and offered a 
living wage. He never thought 
he wanted to have anything to 
do with the medical field, 
until he participated in a men- 
toring program at the high 
school that placed him at a 
local hospital for some job 
shadowing. It was there he 
learned that he actually 
enjoyed the working environ- 
ment at the hospital and 
enjoyed helping people. That 
realization led him to choose 
the field of nursing and, after 
graduating from high school, 
he enrolled in Big Sandy 
Community and Technical 
College to begin the class- 
room work that would move 
him towards his goal. 

In the meantime, Danny 



Bragg had two life- altering 
events occur. First, he was 
laid off from the mines during 
the economic downturn and 
second, he had to helplessly 
sit by and watch his diabetic 
father suffer through a variety 
of health complications due to 
his illness. Those events led 
Danny Bragg to the realiza- 
tion that he needed to pursue a 
different career path in which 
he wouldn’t have to worry 
about being laid off and one in 
which he could “do something 
that would make a differ- 
ence.” He decided to follow 
his son’s lead and chose the 
field of nursing. 

His opportunity to pursue 
a college education came 
through the federal WIA 
(Workforce Investment Act) 
Program, whose mission is to 
increase the employment and 
job retention of U.S. workers. 
As a displaced coal miner, 
Danny Bragg qualified to par- 
ticipate in the program, which 
in turn paid for his college 
education. 

While working as a coal 
miner, Danny Bragg had 
already completed an associ- 
ate’s degree in business 
through an online university. 
He was then pleased to find 
that a majority of those credit 
hours transferred into Big 
Sandy Community and Tech- 
nical College.

found both father and son on 
campus together and the 
Spring 2012 semester actually 
had them taking a few classes 
together. While pursuing 
their nursing prerequisite 
courses, both father and son 
applied to the extremely com- 
petitive registered nurse pro- 
gram in spring 2011 but were 
not selected. 

Refusing to be discour- 
aged, they continued with 
their courses and in spring 
2012 attended a nursing pre- 
admission conference on the 
college’s Pikeville campus. 

During the conference, the 
students were invited to sign- 
up to apply to either the R.N. 
or L.P.N. programs. There 
were three pages of signatures 
on the R.N. list and only one 
signature on the L.P.N. list. 
After some consideration, 
they both signed up on the 
L.P.N. list and were later noti- 
fied they had been accepted 
into the program. 

Getting accepted into the 
program was the first chal- 
lenge; making it through the 
program was the next, and it 
was demanding. Class sched- 
ules were divided into bi- 
terms and classes were five 
days a week, eight hours a 
day. Evenings and weekends 
were devoted to studying. 

However, according to 
both Danny and Zach Bragg, 
caring, quality instructors 
made all the difference. Kim 
DeRossett, Tonya Workman 
and Nancy Conn all “work so 
well together,” they said. The 
instructors “cared about the 
individuals” and “did what 
they could to help you suc- 
ceed,” the Braggs stated. 

Both father and son gradu- 
ated from the program in May 
and completed their practi- 
cum for the program during 
the summer. But neither of 
them intends to stop there. 
Both father and son intend to 
apply to the registered nurse 
program through Jefferson 
Community and Technical 
College, which is offered 



online in a modularized for- 
mat. This will enable the two 
to work while pursuing their 
next degree. To supplement 
the online learning, they will 
also be required to drive to the 
Jefferson campus in Louis- 
ville once each month for a 
full day of labs with skill set 
demonstrations. 

For their long-term plans, 
Danny Bragg, 47, intends to 
stop at the R.N. degree. His 
wife, an educator in the Floyd 
County School System, will 
be eligible to retire within a 
few years. Danny Bragg 
would like to become a travel- 
ing nurse so he can work in 
different locations throughout 
the U.S. and he and his wife 
can travel together. 

Zach Bragg, 22, is consid- 
ering the possibility of con- 
tinuing his education beyond 
the R.N. with the goal of 
becoming a nurse practitioner. 

And their long-, long-term 
plans are even more ambi- 
tious. Danny Bragg’s daugh- 
ter is majoring in pre-med at 
the University of Pikeville 
with the goal of becoming a 
pediatric physician. She 
would like to unite the family 
in a medical practice one day 
so they can all work together 
in service to local youth. 

Although Danny Bragg 
had to endure an abrupt mid- 
life career change, the journey 
with his son has been a posi- 
tive one. 

“I was blessed with the 
opportunity to be able to go 
(through college and the nurs- 
ing program) with him and 
that’s something that very, 
very few people get to do,” he 
said. What’s more is he was 
able to pursue his education 
“with 100 percent support 
from his wife and kids.” 

If all goes according to 
plan, Danny Bragg has a lot to 
look forward to. One day, in 
the not-too-distant future, per- 
haps he’ll get the opportunity 
to work with both his son and 
daughter in a Bragg pediatric 
practice... blessed, indeed.
